RULES  AND    REGULATIONS. 


ARTICLE    I. 

Organization. 
Section  1.  The  State  Board  of  Education  shall 
be  organized  at  the  first  meeting  after  the  ap- 
pointment of  members  each  year,  at  which  time 
the  elective  offices  shall  be  filled  and  the  stand- 
ing committees  appointed. 

ARTICLE    II. 

Officers. 

Section  1.  The  Governors!*^  be  President 
of  the  Board,  the  State1*  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  shall  be  Secretary  and  the  State 
Treasurer  shall  be  Treasurer.  A  Vice-Presi- 
dent shall  be  elected  from  among  the  members 
for  a  term  of  one  year. 

ARTICLE    III. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  perform  the 
duties  which  are  usually  performed  by  a  presid- 
ing officer,  and  such  others  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Board  or  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  the  President  in  his  absence. 

Sec.  3.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer: 

(a).  To  receive  all  moneys  belonging  to  any 
of    the    State    Educational    Institutions    from    the 


State,  the  Federal  Government,  the  State  Board 
of  Education,  or  from  any  other  Boards,  or  per- 
sons, or  sources  whatsoever. 

(b).  To  keep  the  accounts  of  each  institution 
separate. 

(c).  To  pay  out  the  money  belonging  to  State 
Educational  Institutions  as  ordered  by  the 
Board. 

(d).  To  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Board 
on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  December, 
showing  in  detail  the  resources  and  liabilities 
of  each  institution,  an  itemized  statement  of  the 
amounts  received  and  paid  out  since  the  last 
report  and  the  institution  to  which  each  item  re- 
ceived was  accredited  and  the  fund  from  which 
each  item  paid  out  was  drawn. 

Sec.  4.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary: 

(a).  To  act  as  Corresponding  Secretary  for 
the  Board. 

(b).  To  act  as  Recording  Secretary  for  the 
Board. 

(c).  To  act  as  Financial  Secretary  for  the 
Board,  and  as  such  he  shall  receive  all  money 
not  otherwise  provided  for  and  belonging  to  any 
of  the  State  Educational  Institutions  and  pay  the 
same  over  to  the  State  Treasurer  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  resources  from  which  each  item  was 
received. 

(d).     To  edit  the  annual  and  special  reports. 

(e).  To  notify  members  in  writing  of  special 
meetings  of  the  Board,  stating  the  time,  place, 
and  object  of  the  same. 

(f).  To  keep  on  file  in  his  office  all  insurance 
policies,    deeds,    mortgages,    contracts,  and  other 
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legal  papers,  relating  to  the  property  under  the 
control  and  supervision  of  the  Board. 

(g).  To  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law  or  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

Committees. 

Section  1.  The  President  of  the  Board  shall 
appoint  the  following  committees  for  the  term  of 
one  year,  each  committee  to  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers, except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  rules: 
(a)  Auditing;  (b)  Diplomas;  (c)  Rules  and  Reg- 
ulations; (d)  State  University;  (e)  Agricultural 
College;  (f)  School  of  Mines;  (g)  Normal 
School;    (h)   Deaf  and  Dumb  School. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  committees  while 
in  the  actual  discharge  of  their  duties  shall  re- 
ceive no  compensation,  but  shall  receive  actual 
traveling  expenses  after  having  been  approved 
by  the  auditing  committee. 

ARTICLE    V. 

Duties   of  Committees. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditing 
Committee: 

(a).  To  audit  all  bills  made  by  the  Board  or 
any  of  its  committees  or  members. 

(b).  To  examine  the  books  of  the  Secretary 
and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  annually  and 
report  to  the  Board  at  its  regular  meeting  in 
December. 

(c).  To  examine  the  security  and  validity  of 
all  loans  of  funds  belonging  to  any  State  Educa- 
tional Institution,  the  title  to  any  property  and 
the  insurance  upon  any  property  under  the  con- 
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trol    and    supervision    of    the    Board,  and  report 
at  the  regular  meetings  in  June  and  December. 

(d).  To  examine  the  accounts  of  all  local 
boards  under  the  control  of  the  State  Board. 

(e).  To  take  into  consideration  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  investing,  expending,  and  ob- 
taining of  funds  belonging  to  any  of  the  State 
Educational  Institutions  as  shall  be  presented 
or  referred  to  the  committee  by  the  Board  and 
to  report  their  opinion  thereon,  together  with 
such  propositions  relating  thereto  as  shall  seem 
expedient  to  them. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee 
on  diplomas: 

(a).  To  adopt  rules  and  regulations  govern- 
ing the  granting  of  State  and  Life  Diplomas. 

(b).  To  prepare  questions,  conduct  the  exami- 
nations, grade  the  manuscript,  and  recommend 
those  to  whom  the  State  Board  should  issue 
State  and   Life  Diplomas. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee 
on  Rules  and  Regulations  to  take  into  considera- 
tion all  matters  referred  to  them  respecting  the 
rules  and  regulations  governing  the  Board  and 
to  make  such  recommendations  as  shall  seem 
best  to  them. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duties  of  the  Commit- 
tees on  State  University,  Agricultural  College. 
School  of  Mines,  Normal  School  and  Deaf  and 
Dumb  School  to  take  into  consideration  all  peti- 
tions and  matters  respecting  these  schools,  re- 
spectively, that  shall  be  presented  and  referred 
to  them  by  the  Board  and  to  report  their  opin- 
ions thereon,  together  with  such  propositions  re- 
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lative  thereto,  as  to  them  shall  seem  expedient. 
Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  local  board 
in  charge  of  the  Agricultural  College  to  make  a 
semi-annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Education  of 
all  moneys  received  from  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Experimental  Sta- 
tion, and  a  detailed  report  of  the  expenditures  of 
the  same  shall  be  made  to  this  Board,  giving  in 
each  instance  an  itemized  statement  of  all 
moneys  on  deposit  and  all  moneys  expended,  and 
all  stock  and  other  property  on  hand  belonging 
to  or  in  anywise  connected  with  the  Experimental 
Station. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Meetings. 

Section  1.  All  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be 
held  in  the  office  of  the  Governor,  unless  other- 
wise ordered. 

Sec.  2.  Reasonable  notice  shall  be  given  the 
members  of  all  meetings  called  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  2  o'clock  P. 
M.  at  all  regular  meetings.  When  special 
meetings  are  held,  the  hour  for  meeting  shall  be 
the  same,  unless  a  different  hour  is  named  in 
notices   calling  for   such   special  meeting. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

Order  of   Business. 

Section  1.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as 
follows: 

(a).     Reading  and  approval  of  minutes, 
(b).     Readiug  of  communications, 
(c).     Reports  of  standing  committees. 
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(d).     Reports   of   special   committees, 
(e).     Unfinished   business, 
(f).     New  business. 


RULES   OF   ORDER. 


All  the  business  of  this  Board  shall  be  trans- 
acted in  a  parliamentary  manner. 

The  presidents  and  officers  of  the  State  Edu- 
cational Institutions  shall  make  their  reports  in 
writing,  which  reports  shall  be  referred  to  ap- 
propriate committees.  The  president  or  some 
other  officer  of  the  State  Educational  Institutions 
shall  be  permitted  to  read  the  report  of  the 
Board.  All  reports  of  committees  shall  be  made 
in  writing. 

Roberts'  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  the  authority 
in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  this  Board,  ex- 
cept where  the  same   conflicts   with  these  rules.
